THE RAILWAY TROUBLE. 


The C. P. R. is once more making a deter- 
mined effort to fasten monopoly for another 
year on Manitoba. The means used are in- 
junotions, board fences, dead engines and 
employees. The ground on which they seek 
to wet round the agreement made last winter 
to give up monopoly, is an act of the Domin- 
ion government declaring that all through 
lines of railway sre for the national benefit 
and can not be crossed by provincial authori- 
ty without special permission from the feder- 
al authorities, and the branch lines of the 6. 
P. R. are declared to come under this act. 
The blame for the present war rests, in the 
first place. on the Attorney-General of Mani- 
toba for neglecting to secure the necessary 
legislation, ti the second place on the C. P. R. 
for taking advantage of a miserable technie— 
ality, to deprive the west of railway competi- 
tion in face of and in violation of the spirit 
of the bargain made between the company 
and government, and in the third place on the 
Dominion government for allowing the 
company to hamper and retard the develope- 
tment of the west in the way itis doing. 

The present trouble has clearly revealed 
two things, first that our much boasted 
national htyhway is a money making institu- 
tion,and exists only for the purpose of giving 
large dividends to the shareholders, even if 
the life ef blood Canada is drained in ae- 
com plishing tuis objeet,and secondly that the 
©. F. K. has control of the federal govern- 
ment and is determined to bring the Domin- 
ion in subjection to it and become inthis 
way our dictator. The short sighted and 
mischievous policy being pursued is working 
out its legitimate result in the alienation of 
the west from the east and con vequently the 
weakening of the already straimed relations 
that exist between the different provinces ot 
confederation, The tendeney of thought 
among Western men scems to be more and 
more in favor of less restriction and larger 
liberty of action in trade, and if this is not 
Kranted many are in favor of separation 
from the east and working out our own dea- 
tiny, Nothing has done so much to foster 
this idea than the action of the C. P. R. in 
persistently refusing to allow competing 
lines to be built through the country. It 
might be well at this juncture for those in 
Whose hance the remedy lies to head off this 
idea for separation by granting perfect fires.

Mr. Lowk deputy minister of agriculture 
concluded that half a mile is far enough for 


/ settlers to be apart and even then zit will 
| make settlement sparce enough. It would 
| have been better for the west if the govern- 
ment had taken this into consideration be, 
fore they locked up all the odd numbered 
| Sections in railway reserves. It has not been 
due to pre-emptions being granted that 
| settlers are so widely scattered but to the 
fact tnat every section open to settlement is 
separated from its neighbor by one not open. 
What with railway lands, II. B. Co, reserves, 
Colonization companies grants and that held 
by speculators, mache more than halt the 
west is not available as homesteads. Give 
the settlers their pre-emptions and throw 
open for homesteading the lands of the Col. 
onization companies and odd numbered 
sections held for railway purposes and the 
sottlers will be much better satisfied than it 
they were only allowed 160 acres instead of 
420 as at present. It they must have lands 
reserved tor railway purposes let it be in 
solid blocks of say twenty or even forty miles 
square and the alternate blocks ali thrown 
open for homesteads entry. But by 
1891 ifthe expectations of the west are 
realized it will be too late to do either much 
good orevil by refusing pre-emptions to 
settlers. 


Mr. Duncan McIntyre, of Montreal states 
that the Crofters settled in Southern 
Manitoba have not been fairly treated, He 


claims that they have been left at the mercy 
of land speculators by which means their 
pre-emption rights as immigrants have been 
Jost, also that a part of the money advanced 
by the British goverment to assist them in 
emigrating has been misappropriated. The 
Toronto Mail publishes statements made to 
ic by some Toronto citizens who while boli- 
daying in the province made the Crotters a 
friendly visit. While there they ascertained 
the facts regarding their grievances. It 
seems that they expected to settle on govern: 
ment lands when they came to Manitoba. 
Mr. Scarth, M. P. secured a list of 150 home- 
steads near Killarney from which they were 
to select seventy for the emigrants. When 
the Crofters arrived at Killarney it was 
fonnd that only four or five cf che 150 were 
suitable for settleuent. They were in a diffi- 
cult position as their families and goods were 
there and some of their children sick. Mr. 
Scarth telegraphed the Dominien government 
asking Whether in the extent of the company, 
of which he was an agent, granting lands to 
the Croiters would they be paid in govern— 
ment lands of equal event and value, The 
reply was fayorable and forthwith the emi- 
grants were settled. This arrangement 
however debarred them from pre-cmpting. 
Documents were shown by the Crofters ot 
the amounts of money they had received. 
Atter deducting the passage woncy there 
were sums of from 217 to £25 unaccounted 
for. Where it went is not known, There is 
no doubt but that these revelations will have 
a damaging affect on Crofter immigration in 
the future, The Edmonton district will like- 
ly suffer in Consequence, as an effort has been 
made by residents here, to induce their 
friends from the Crofter districts of Scotland 
to make this their home. But reports of 
bad treatment like the above will deter 
many trom coming. The government should 
be more careful to sce that every attention 
is given these incoming setilers and that 
land fit for agricultural purposes are reauy 
forthem, Fair dealing with the first that 
come would go far to establish contidence in 
the good ijtentions of those who 
charge. And besides the Impotial authori 
ties are not likely to give assistance to any
